Victoria, D. C., Dec. 19. 
Editor Sierra Madre News: 

As I have recc ived many letters from 
your town since I left there in the 
summer, inquiring concerning this 
country, I will answer through the 
News if you will allow me space. 

The forest area of Canada is esti¬ 
mated at 1,657,600,999 acres. This 
province, British Columbia, claims 
182,750,000 acres. One of my patients 
owns a tract 1<* miles square on this 
island, which is estimated t‘> average 
27.000 feet per acre, and some of it as 
high as 57,000 feet per acre. So you 
se-> there is not much real scarcity of 
lumber hero in the north. 

Yis, the ground freezes here, but 
very little. The summers are cool and 
; feasant. They have very line poultry 
here. I visited an exhibition and never 
saw iiner chickens, horses, cattle and 
sheep in my life. As to the fruit 
grown here it cannot be beaten any¬ 
where for beauty and flavor. The 
stock however, was shipped here. 

There is a whaling station on the 
island which is very interesting. It 
’■'as had a successful season. The 
crew of the St. Lawrence said they 
captured 318 whales this season, nine 
being the largest catch for one day. 
Their boat is 96 feet long, with 20-foot 
beam. It carries a 4-inch gun which 
will hit a whale at 25 fathoms. A 2- 
pound charge of powder throws the 
harpoon. The point of the harpoon is 
sharp with four flanges abo it 18 inches 
I ng lying flat on the shank. The har¬ 
poon carries a charge of powder that 
spreads the flanges after the harpoon 
has been sunk into (he whale’s body. 
The whale usually runs the full length 
• f rope which is 40 fathoms. Some¬ 
times it will swim all day pulling the 
boat after it. When captured the 
whale is filled full of air. the tail cut 
off A flag is then hoisted ever it and 
it is turned loose to drift while the b a! 
goes in search of others. Later it is 
fastened to the si le of the boat and 
towed to shore. I was invited to go on 
a whaling voyage.

STURTEVANT RULING SUSTAINED 

Pinehot Refuses to Restore Canyon Re¬ 
sort to Former Holder 

Gifford Pinehot, chief forester of the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, recently sustained the ruling 
made several years ago, dispossessing 
Wilbur M. Sturtevant of the property 
in Santa Anita canyon, known as 
“Sturtevant’s Camp.” 

The property is in the forest reserve 
and a hotel was established there by 
Sturtevant many years ago. In 1901 
a big Are occurred in the San Gabriel 
mountains, and the fighters secured 
many of their supplies from Sturte¬ 
vant. They claimed that he was ex- j 
tortionate, and on this ground the gov¬ 
ernment authorities dispossessed him. 

Sturtevant’s friends have always 
claimed that he was reasonable, and 
that his services to the government 
were invaluable. They made an ef¬ 
fort to have him reinstated, but For¬ 
ester Pinehot has now sustained the 
former ruling. 

Last year the resort was turned over 
to the Mount Wilson Hotel Company, 
which now keeps it open during the 
summer. The concession is a valuable ! 
one. 

Mr. Sturtevant is still at the soldiers’ 
home at Sawtelle, where he was taken 
after his recent paralytic stroke and it 
is doubtful if he could ever derive any | 
benefit from a reversal of the ruling.
